The PCS reduces the franchise tax rate from $1.50/$1,000 to $1.29/$1,000 effective for 2020
returns and to $0.96/$1000 effective for 2021 returns. The PCS also eliminates the 55%
appraised value base, and keeps the $1.50 tax rate for utilities until 2026.

The fiscal impact was estimated based on the consensus revenue forecast, and based on statistics
showing the number of filers and amount of tax collected by tax base.
